thirty-two  printer's  flowers,  which  is  wanting  in  some  issues.  In  some  copies  of  the 
New  Testament,  in  Luke,  the  heading  at  the  top  of  the  page,  which  has  Chapter  xxi, 
reads  "  10;"  and  for  Chapter  xxiv,  the  numeral  is  "  15."  These  errors  are  corrected 
in  some  copies;  but,  in  correcting  it  apparently,  the  last  letter  in  the  catch-word 
on  page  L^  was  pushed  into  the  margin,  and  it  stands  thus,  "  waabe  h."  This  is 
said  to  occur  in  all  copies  where  the  headings  have  been  corrected.  These  last  two 
peculiarities  are,  accordingly,  not  confined  to  the  second  issue  with  the  English  title- 
page,  as  O'Callaghan  (p.  9)  affirms.  There  are  other  variations,  partly  caused  by 
the  binder,  and  the  curious  collector  is  referred  to  Dr.  E.  B.  O'Callaghan's  list,  page 
nine,  for  a  description  of  them.  Following  the  New  Testament  are  the  Psalms  in 
Indian  metre,  translated  by  Eliot,  from  the  Bay  Psalm-Book,  without  a  separate  title- 
pa^e,  but  with  a  heading  as  follows:  "  VVame  Ketoohomae  uketoohomaaongash 
David."  Sometimes  A  to  N^,  and  two  pages  containing  a  short  Indian  catechism, 
in  all  50  1.  The  description  by  Dr.  O'Callaghan  inferentially  conveys  the  idea  that 
each  copy  of  Eliot's  Bible  should  have  the  title-page  both  in  Indian  and  English.  I 
have  never  met  with  a  copy  in  that  condition,  and  incline  to  believe  that  the  title- 
pages  were  used  indiscriminately  by  the  binder.  It  is  usual  to  find  the  work  with  an 
English  title-page  to  the  Old  Testament,  and  an  Indian  title-page  to  the  New  Testa- 
ment, or  vice  versa.  It  is  probable  that  all  the  copies  sent  to  England  had  the  title  to 
the  Old  Testament  in  English.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  not  less  than  fifteen 
hundred  copies  were  printed,  this  has  become  an  extremely  rare  book;  many  copies  are 
known,  but  they  are  mostly  in  public  libraries,  and,  when  offered  for  sale,  its  price  is 
not  less  than  about  a  thousand  dollars.  E.  B.  Corwin's  copy  was  bought  by  J.  C. 
Brown,  in  1835,  for  two  hundred  dollars;  and  John  A.  Rice's  copy  sold,  in  1870,  for 
one  thousand  and  fifty  dollars ;  and  copies  in  England  have  sold  for  two  hundred  and 
fifty  pounds  during  the  year  1871.  Among  the  many  points  of  interest  which  this  book 
possesses,  not  the  least  is  the  fact  that  it  is  the  language  of  a  nation  no  longer  in  existence, 
and  is  almost  the  only  monument  of  the  race ;  another,  that  it  is  the  first  Bible  pub- 
lisAed  in  this  country.  The  very  sight  of  it  caused  Cotton  Mather  to  exclaim  :  "  Be- 
hold, ye  Americans,  the  greatest  honor  that  ever  you  -were  partakers  of !  This  is  the  only 
Bible  that  ever  ivas  printed  in  all  America,  from  the  -very  foundation  of  the  "world." 
The  names  of  the  books  are  retained  as  in  the  English  versions,  and  such  words  as 
were  unknown  to  the  Indians  are  retained  with  an  Indian  termination,  such  as  cherub- 
imlah,  etc.  The  longest  word  is  (Mark,  i.,  40)  :  "  Wutteppsittukqussunnoowehtunk- 
quoh,"  signifying  "  kneeling  down  to  him."  It  is  certainly  a  very  great  typographical 
curiosity  ;  and,  it  is  said,  that  there  are  not  now  more  than  two  persons  living  who 
can  read  the  language  in  which  it  is  written.  Mather,  in  his  "  Magnalia,"  men- 
tions that  Eliot  wrote  the  whole  of  this  great  work  with  one  pen.  Thomas,  in  his 
"  History  of  Printing,"  supposes,  if  this  was  so,  it  must  have  been  a  metal  pen,  and 
not  a  goose  quill.  That,  however,  by  no  means  follows.  The  Corporation  for  Prop- 
agating the  Gospel  among  the  Indians  seems  to  have  felt  great  interest  in  the  publica- 
tion of  this  Bible.  In  1660,  they  engaged  Marmaduke  Johnson,  and  sent  him  to 
America  to  assist  in  printing  that  Bible,  and,  in  a  letter  dated  "  Cooper's  Hall  in 
London,  April  28.  1660,"  and  directed  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  United  Colonies, 
they  write  :  "  Wee  have  out  of  our  desire  to  further  a  worke  of  soe  greate  consernment, 
agreed  with  an  able  printer  for  three  yeares  upon  the  tearmes  and  conditions  enclosed. 
Wee  desire  you  at  tbe  earnest  request  of  Mr.  Johnson,  the  printer,  and  for  his  incour- 
ragement  in  this  undertaking  of  printing  the  Bible  in  the  Indian  language,  his  name 
may  bee  mentioned  with  others  as  a  printer  and  person  that  hath  been  instrumental! 
therein  ;  for  whose  diet,  lodging  and  washing  wee  desire  you  to  take  care  of."  The 
commissioners,  in  their  answer,  say  :   "  The  printers  doubt  not  but  to  print  a  sheete 
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every  weelce,  and  compute  the  whole  to  amount  to  a  hundred  and  fifty  sheets,"  which 
the  collation  shows  to  be  nearly  the  fact.  Thomas'  "  History  of  Printing  "  says  that 
twenty  copies  only  of  the  dedication  to  King  Charles  were  printed  ;  but  O'Callaghan 
doubts  the  correctness  of  this  statement.  It  appears,  from  a  "Postscript"  to  Eliot's 
"  further  Accompt  ...  London.  1659,"  that  "  Genesis,  Matthew,  and  a  few  Psalmes 
in  Meeter "  had  already  been  "  printed  in  their  own  Language,"  but  there  are  no 
known  copies  of  any  or  eitiier  of  these  books.

The  copy  in  the  Public 
Library  at  Boston  has  a  dedication  to  the  Honorable  Robert  Boyle,  and  the  first  word 
in  the  title  is  spelt  "  Mamvs's."  The  dedication  has  been  printed  in  facsimile  by  George 
Livermore,  Esq.,  of  Boston;  it  is  also  reprinted  in  O'Callaghan's  list.  Eliot  was  aided 
in  this  edition  by  Josiah  Cotton,  son  of  Rev.  John  Cotton,  of  Plymouth,  who  was  well 
acquainted  with  the  Indian  language.

Eliot  also  translated  Baxter's  "  CjU,"  %cc  our  No.  4012,  and  Bavlv's  "  Practice  of 
Piety,"  %ee  our  No.  4076,  into  the  Natick  dialect.  Sec  aha  Shepard  (T.),  Sibellius 
(Mc),  "  Strength  out  of  Weakness,"  and  Thorowgood  (T.)  John  Eliot,  the  cele- 
brated missionary  among  the  Indians,  was  nearly  sixty  years  pastor  of  the  church  at 
Roxbury,  in  Massachusetts.  He  is  usually  called  "The  Apostle  of  the  Indians." 
He  made  every  exertion  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Indian  tribes  —  he  stimulated 
many  clergymen  to  engage  in  the  missionary  work ;  and,  although  he  mourned  over 
the  stupidity  of  many,  who  preferred  darkness  to  light,  yet  he  lived  to  see  twenty-four 
of  the  copper-colored  aborigines  fellow-preachers  of  the  Gospel.  He  possessed  an  in- 
fluence over  the  Indians  which  no  other  missionary  could  obtain,  and  was  their  shield 
in  1675,  during  Philip's  war,  when  some  of  the  people  of  Massachusetts,  actuated  by 
the  most  infuriate  spirit,  intended  to  have  destroyed  them.  He  suffered  every  abuse 
for  his  friendship  to  them  ;  but  nothing  could  quench  the  divine  charity  which  glowed 
in  his  heart.  He  died,  May  20,  1690,  aged  about  eighty-six  years,  saying  his  labors 
were  poor  and  small,  and  exhorting  those  who  surrounded  his  bed  to  pray.  Concerning 
Eliot,  ict  "  Mass.

This  does  not  relate  to  America,  but  is  often  included  in  catalogues  of  books  on 
America,  because  it  settles  the  important  question  of  the  approximate  date  of  printing 
of  the  "  Copia  der  Newen  Zeytung  auss  Presillg  Landt,"  discovered  by  Humboldt, 
"  Examen  Critique,"  note  B.,  Vol.  v.,  pp.  239-258,  and  by  Vernhagen  and  Ternaux 
Compans,  as  to  the  priority  of  Magellan's  discoveries.  This  tract  is  by  the  same 
printer,  in  the  same  type,  and  with  the  identical  woodcut  arms  of  Portugal  on  the 
title.  Oeglin  succeeded  Otman,  who  printed  the  "Vesputius"  in  1 504,  and  is  not 
known  to  have  printed  anything  after  1516.  Thus  we  may  fairly  conclude  that  the 
"Presillg  Landt"  was  printed  by  Oeglin  about  1513,  and  hence  Humboldt  was  wrong 
in  dating  it  from  internal  evidences  between  1525  and  1 540.  This  tract  is  also 
curious  in  showing  the  fjct  that  a  tract  printed  in  Rome  in  1513  could  be  transmitted 
to  Augsburg,  translated  and  reprinted  in  twenty-six  days.

Perhaps  no  book  in  any  language  was  ever  the 
parent  of  so  many  imitations,  and  the  source  of  so  many  fictions  as  this,  the  original  of 
the  buccaneers  of  America.  Mr.  F.  Mullr^r,  of  Amsterdam,  whose  learned  researches 
on  the  subject  of  Dutch  books  relating  to  America,  entitle  his  opinions  to  great  respect, 
remarks:  "This  is  the  rare  original  edition  of  a  book,  the  importance  of  whicli  is,  I 
believe,  plain  to  everyone  who  knows  only  one-tenth  of  the  novels,  imaginary  voyages, 
books  for  youths,  and  for  other  people,  comedies,  ^and  tragedies  which  have  been  taken 
from  it  bv  almost  every  European  nation  5  so  that  to  collect  all  that  literature  might  be 
the  task  for  a  man's  life.  There  is  certainly  no  other  book  of  that  time  which  expe- 
rienced a  popularity  similiar  to  that  of  the  '  Buccaniers  of  America,'  which  was,  in  the 
ten  years  following  its  publication,  translated  into  most  of  the  European  languages;  and 
there  is  a  fact  most  curious  in  the  literary  history  of  all  times,  that  the  original  was 
certainly  unknown  to  all  translators  but  one.  They  were  all  inclined  to  take  the 
Spanish  edition  for  the  original;  nay,  even  the  learned  editors  of  Mr.  Grenvllle's  cata- 
logue seem  doubtful  whether  the  Dutch  edition  existed  in  print,  or  in  MS.  only.  I 
leave  it  to  amateurs  more  learned  than  itiyself  to  decide  whether  this  is  owing  to  the 
fact  of  so  few  people  studying  the  Dutch  language,  or  to  the  scarcity  of  the  book,  and 
shall  only  add  that  it  is  not  mentioned  by  Rich  or  by  Ternaux,  which  both  contain  the 
Spanish,  English  and  French  translations,  while  Ternaux  notices  a  large  number  of 
Dutch  books  of  minor  importance.  As  to  myself,  /  never  saw  more  than  two  copies 
before,  which  were  sold  to  American  amateurs."  In  a  recent  catalogue,  Mr.  MullcT 
describes  a  copy,  "on  large  thick  paper.
